Beginning at the southeast corner of Lot 12 in 
Arnold's Suburban Addition to the City of Fort 
Wayne; thence west along the southerly line of 
said Lot 12 a distance of 201.7 feet to a point; 
thence South 90 degrees a distance of 65 feet 
to a point on the northern line of Lot 13 in 
Arnold's Suburban Addition to the City of Fort 
Wayne; thence East along the Northern line of 
said Lot 13 a distance of 201.7 feet to the 
Northeast corner of said Lot 13; thence North 
90 degrees a distance of 65 feet to the point 
of beginning.

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SECTION 3. After passage, approval by the Mayor, and 


legal publication of this ordinance, the City Clerk shall pre¬ 
pare and transmit a certified copy of it to the Board of Public 
Works. 


SECTION 4. That by reason of the foregoing, said 


petitioner(s) for such vacation may now proceed before the 
Fort Wayne Board of Public Works, under I.C. 18-1-7-1 et. seq. 
Fifth, for an administrative order of vacation and an assess¬ 
ment of benefits and damages to affected property owners or 
before the Allen Circuit or Superior Courts under I.C. 18-5-10- 
44, for a judicial decree of vacation and an assessment of 
benefits and damages to affected property owners. 

SECTION 5. That the ordinance shall be effective upon 
passage, approval by the Mayor and due legal publication.
